Iam so sick of hearing our friends 
across th Atlantic telling us to 
wake up and “ hustle,” that it is with | 
particular satisfaction that I draw| 
attention to a smart piece of work 
which came to my notice this week. ! 
On Monday last His Majesty the | 
King went to the House of Lords to 
open Parliament. He arrived there | 
at two o'clock. At a few minutes | 
after four o'clock. I had photographs 
of his arrival at the' House of. Com- 
mons brought to me" for inspection by 
three different firms of photographers, 
Messrs. Bowden Bros., Messrs. Park, 
and the Ilustrations Bureau. Within 
a couple ef hours they had taken the 
photographs, conveyed the negatives 
to their studios, developed them, 
printed them, fixed the prints, and 
brought them to me at my office. 1 
think that record would take a lot 
of beating—even in New York.

And about this moment an 
American savant, the Professor. of 
Psychology at Columbia University, 
claims to have made a remarkable 
discovery. Dr. Quackenbos—he can- 
not help his name—finds that the 
nrental state of people who have 
reached this particular point renders 


them sensitive in an unparalleled 
degree to the, influence of hyp 
notic suggestion. The value of 


the discovery, of course, lies in the | 
possibilities it opens up of saving 
lives apparently hopelessly lost. Cases 
o! such a kind Dr. Quackenbos in- 
stances, in which a suggestion has | 
recalled to life and ultimate recovery 
a patient given up by all the doc 


tors Many cases of drowning,

Feeding Experiments with | 
Bacon Hogs. 

The bacon industry in Canada has 
grown to considerable importance, 
and while it is well known that the 
best food. for young pigs is plent 
of skim-milk, as the quantity avail- 
able of this material is no longer 
sufficient, the question has arisen as | 
to what is the best substitute or the | 
most. suitable food to help out the | 
short supply of skim-milk. To obtain | 
information on ,this subject, the Cen- | 
tral Experimental „Farm at Ottawa | 
have been conducting experiments 
with mixtures which, according to 
composition, should take the place 
of skim-milk as fiearly as possible. 
For these mixtures materials easily | 
obtainable and low in price were 
selected. The pigs were all fed in 
pens in winter. One lot was fed on 
shorts and skim-milk, considered to 
be an ideal ration. The young pigs 
rained 4lb, to 5lb. per day, and made 
Q0lb. in 1521b. Of meal and 554lb. | 
of skim-milk. When put on heavier | 
foods for finishing, they made gains | 
right along, having had a good start. 
Another lot received shorts and 
gluten meal in equal parts. The 
reports describe this as a good food 
for milk or beef, but apparently not 
so suitable for pork, and the results 
were not satisfactory. A third lot 
had 400!b. of. shorts and 100lb. of 
oil meal. Where there is no skim- 
milk, this is about as cheap a feed 
as, can be used, . and has a 
A> fourth | 


lot, fed on oats and ground oil-cake, | 
or oil meal, gained 100lb. on 322lb. | 
of food. But this food is objection- | 
able unless the. husks are removed | 
from the oats, or the oats very finely 
ground. A fifth lot was fed on a’ 
combination of oil-cake, shorts, and 


cats mixed, and to this were added | 
equal parts of skim-milk. The pigs | 


ut on flesh at the rate of 2lb. to 
lb; per day. From these experi- 
ments, the conclusion is drawn that | 
where no, or insufficient, skim-milk is 
available, shorts and oil meal will 
come very near it, and. is as cheap a | 
mixture as cat be got.—Mark Lane 
Express.

The Young Chicken Trade. 
Chickens may be dispatched 
soon as their feathers are dry (in 
uire any 
food) and may be forwarded when a 
week old. If they are alone they 
should. be sent in dozens in a box 
abont 8in. square and bin. high (in 
side measurement), properly vermti- 
lated, or in the’ small boxes adver- 
tised for the purpose, lining the in- 
side with strips of felt, and bed- 
the birds on hay. Let the 
birds be well fed before they aro 
ut in. If the journey. is to be a 
ong one, some  biscuit-meal, pre- 
pared with milk and afterwards 
squeezed into: a ball; should be put 
into a small wire cage and made fast 
at the top of the httle box, so that 
the chickens can partake of it at 
will Dispatch by passenger train, 
and mark the label in large letters, 
"Live Birds—With Care—Urgent,” 
and forward them so that they .will 
travel direct and avoid any waiting 
at junctions; this can be done by 
perusing a Bradshaw railway guide. 
As <o. sending a hen with 
chickens, place her with them in a 
stout, closely-wickered basket, or a 
box, such as a cube sugar case, in tho 
latter instance ‘boring a few holes 
along the top for ventilation; bed 
the birds on straw, with a layer of 
clean hay on top. If the mother be 
at all fussy the chickens should be 
placed in a chicken travelling-box, 
and the box made secure to the in- 
side of the basket or case near the 
bottom; or a“compartment may be 
made in the package itself, so that 
the hen and her charges are 
separated.
